THE GHASTLY SCENES AT THE TOMBS. 


Execution of Four Murderers in New York’s 
* Prison—Scenes at the Scaffold—The 
Crimes for Which They Died. 


New York, August 23.—The four murder- 
ers of women—Patrick Packenhbam, Jack 
Lewis, colored, James NoJan and Ferdinand 


Carolin, were hanged in the yard of the Tombs 


prison this morning. There were two scaffolds, 
and two men were hanged on each. Packen- 
ham and Nolan were first executed cn the 
seaffold which had been erected on the Frank- 
lin street side of the prison. The drop fell at 
6:35 o’clock. Eight minutes later Lewis and 
Carolin were hanging from the scaffold on the 
Leonard strect side. Sheriff Flack and Un- 
der-Sheriff Sexton entered the prison from the 
Franklin streot side at 6:35 o’clock. They 
were followed by twenty deputy sheriffs, all in 
black clothes, and wearing silk hats. Each 
official wore his badge of effice and carried a 
staff. They marched through the corridor 
into the yard. Ten of them went to the 
Leonard street side, and the others took their 
places at the Franklin street wall. 

At 6:40 o’elock the first jury of twelve men, 
end all the newspaper representatives, were 
given the signal to cuter the prison yard, and 
two minutes later the second set of jurors filed 
out and marched to their places. Simulta- 
neous!y With the marching out of the second 
jury, Packenham and Nolan were taken into 
a ce}! in the new prison. 

At 6:45 Carolin and Lewis were removed to 
the boys’ jail on the Leonard street side. The 
last rifes of the church was then administered, 
the ceremonies occupying eight minutes. At 
6:51 two of the condemned men, Packenham 
and Nolan, 

FMERGED FROM THE JAIL, 
accomprnied by a priest. Father Prendergast 
supported Packenham and Father Gelinas 
walked alongside of Nolan. The procession 
was brought up with Father Vankennselier. 
Tire arms of tle condemned men were pin- 
Yoned, and over the shoulder of each hung a 
black cap, with its long streaming ribbon lap- 
ping in the wind. Packingham’s face was of 

a ghastly pallor, but his step was firm and he 
“Jooked unflinchinelvy into the faces around 
him. Nolan hardly appeared to realize 
his position. Thers was ai half de. 
fiant look on his’ countenance, and 
he cast his eyes up at the cross beam from 
which two ropes dangled, with something akin 
toc riosty. The rove around his neck, with 
the knot pressing against his left ear, seemed 
to chafe him, for he moved his head uneasily 
once or twice in his brief walk to death. 

From the prison door to the place of execu- 
tion, it is just forty-two paces and it took 
thirty seconds forthe condemned to reach the 
spet where they wereto die. Nolen tock his 
place under the rope hanging nearest Frank- 
lin street, Packenham was four feet away from 
his companion d@hd the next person. Both 
men turned and grasped the priests by the 
hands, wringing them fervently. Then fang- 
man Atkinson stooped down and tied a white 
cord about the legsof Nolan just above tlie 
aukles. His assistant did a likeservice for o!d 
Packenham. Ina twinkling 

THE BLACK CAPS WERE ADJUSTED 

and Atkinson rapped three times in rapid suc- 
cession on the side of the box wherein a third 
assistant stosd with a hatchet. The third rap 
had hardly been given when the bodies of the 
murderers were jerked into the air. At the 
expiration of four minutes there was a 
mitlity three almost together in the suspended 
murderers. Packenham’s pulse had gone up 
to and then sank rapidly to fifty beats a 
minute, Nolan’s pulse at the fourth minute 
was bounding at seventy, but it, too, became 
weaker and weaker, and at the expiration of 
five minutes, was no longer perceptible. 

At 7:10 o’clock both men were pronounced 
dead, but were permitted to hang for fifteen 
Minutes longer. 

While this scene was being enacted prepara- 
tions were being made for what proved to be 
the most shocking spectacle that has ever 
taken place within. the walls of the Tombs 
prison. The hanging of Carolin and Lewis, 
in several aspects, is probably unparalleled. 
The two murderers at 6:45 o’clock received 
the last spiritual consolation. At two minutes 
after 7 o’clock Carolin and Lewis, with the 
priests. came through the door. Lewis walked 
unsteadily the first dozen paces, but quickly 
recovered himself. 

HE WAS SMILING, 
and as he caught sight of the depnty, who had 
been specially kind to him, he walked over 
and seized his hands. Then he shook hands 
with two more. Father Gelinas gently urged 
him toward the rope that was to strangle him. 
He smiled and looked fearlessly around him. 
Carolin had the butt of a cigar between his 
lips and was puffing vigorously, biowing great 
clouds of smoke into t’.e faces of the attending 
priests. His face was as pale as the face of the 
dead and a scowl upon it almost demoniacal. 
He glared at the priests as he turned around 
and felt the rope touch his shoulder. Spitting 
the cigar stump from his mouth, he broke out 
into “blasphemy that horrified the 
spectators. Atkinson had just pinioned his 
legs when he spoke. Looking sullenly at the 

riests, he suddenly exclaimed: 

"I die an innocent man. G—d d—n it, I 
didn’t do this thing.’’ 

Lewis, who had then been pinioned, half 

urne! his head, and, addressing Lis compan- 
ton. seid: 

i“ Vhat’s the matter with you, any way? 
WHY DON’T YOU DIF LIKE A MAN?” 

‘1 will die like a man,” shrieked Carolin, 
his face turning perfectly livid. “I will die 
like a man—an innocent man.”’ 

‘The words were scarcely out of his mouth 
before Atkinson had clapped the black cap 
over his face. ‘The assistant hangman covered 
Lewis's face... At the same. moment Atkinson 
gave the signal and the weights fell. Instead 
of bounding up, as Packenham and Nolan had 
done, the miserable wretches went into the 
air with so little force that there was scarcely 
any rebound atall. Lewis immediately began 
to struggle in the mostsickening manner. He 
threw his legs aboutso viclently as to kick off 
his slippers. Then he began to gurgle and 
choke. Then a rasping, wheezy sound came 
from unf;, ghe horrible black cap for fuily ten 
second, foljg8 body turned and swayed, and 
thésske ther™S Were so painful that half a 
dozen iz. turned away their heads. The 
poor creature was slowly strangled. 

Caroiin’s body was violently contorted also, 
but he uttered no sound. 

The weight fe}l at 7:03 o’clock and at 7:10 
both men were dead. The four bodies hung 
for half an hour and were then cut down and 
placed in plain coffins. All four were strangled. 

HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

Charles Ferdinand Carolin was not believed 
to be of sound mind. Although experts on 
his trial declared him sane, there seemed to 
be a screw loose somewhere and every prison 
keeper or deputy sheriff whoever had to 
watch him said so. He murdered a woman 
named Bridget Quinn, who passed as his wife, 


in a small back room in tenement 47 Stanton. 


street, on the afternoon of March 16, 18838. 
He butchered her with a hatchet. 

John Lewis,alias Black Jack, shot and killed 
Alice Jackson in the kitchen of a house, No. 
84 West Third street, where she was getting 
breakfast on the morning of July 17, 1888. He 
came from the south. 

The crime for which James Nolan died on 
the gallows today was the most cruel one. He 
was a wild young fellow, and at a dance in 
the Bowery one night made the acquaintance 
of a handsome young woman named Emma 
Buck. She was a married woman, and had 
lived happily four years with her husband, 
who loved and provided for her. She was true

© him until she met Nolan. for whom she 
conceived an unholy passion. This could only 

| have one result. He induced her to leave her 

home and husband and cast her lot with his 
own. He took to drink, and after a number of 
quarrels with the woman who had forsaken all 
for him, on November 20, 188%, he came home 
much worse for liquor, called her out into the 
hall and shot her. 

Patrick Packenham was the patriarch of the 
quartette of murderers who were hanged this 
morning, and yetno one of them, perhaps, 
more richly deserved his fate. He was an in- 
telligent, well educated man, whose besetting 
sin was drink. Through its influence he lost 
many good situations, and he was once a mem- 
ber of the New Orleans police force. He had 
2 good wife, a woman who took the best of 
care of her home and children, yet he butch- 
ered her brutally. He caught her by the hair 
and pulled ber head over backward. Robert 
Sprang at his fatherin an effert tosave his 
mother, bat it was no use. The keen-edged 
blade was used with deadly effect, severing 
the jugular vein. The woman was released, 
and, crawling out in the hal!, died there. 
Packenham was cleaning his razor and wash- 
ing the blood from himself when the police 
caine in aud arrested him. While in jail he 
expressed regret at his crime. 


BROWNELL ACQUITTED. 


He Fired Upon the Ofticers Thinking He 
Was Being Visited by a Mob. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., August 23.—The pre- 
liminary hearing in the case of Brownell, 
charged with the murder of Deputy United 
States Marshal Frank Weller, at Westville, 
on the lith instant, was concluded at Cerro 
Gordo late last night, having lasted nearly 
twenty-four hours. A special from Westville 
to the Times-Union says the prisoner made a 
clear, deliberate statement of the whole oc- 
currence, being substautially corroborated by 
-iwo principal witnesses for the state. His 
statement was that he believed his life was in 
imminent danger from the mob when he at 
tempted to make his escape which resulted in 
his killing Weller. Mr. Saunders, .United 
Siates deputy marshal, who was in charge of the 
posse, swore that he informed Brownell after 
waking him up that he was United States 
marshal and had a warrant for his grrest. 
Brownell positively denies this and is corrobo- 
rated by Turvin, one of the posse, who swore 
that he was present and heard everything 
Saunders said, and that Saunders did not tell 
Brownell that he was United States marshal 
or that he had a warrant for his arrest. Mc- 
Leod, also one of the posse, swore the same 
thing. Brownell established his reputation as 
a peaceable, quiet citizen by the testimony of 
leading citizens of the county. The argu- 
ments of counsel lasted several hours, Brow- 
riell’s lawyer resting his defence on the ground 
that his client was justified in believing that 
the parties who came te arrest him intended 
to rob or kill him. The committing magis- 
trates took the case under consideration for an 
houranda half when they decided that the 
evidence wonld not warrant their committing 
Brownell. United States officers still hold a 
Warrant against him for illicit distilling and 
he may be re-arrested on that clrarge. 
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A CHATTANOOGA SENSATION, 
A Young Lady Deceived by a Promise of Mar- 
riage. 

CHATTANOOGA.Tenn., August 23.—[Special. ] 
A genuine sensation was created here today by 
the discovery of aseduction in prominent society 
circles. Miss Addie Applegate i3 a most be- 
Witching bionde, highly educated and accom- 
plished, with a beautiful face and figure and 
most attractive manners. She wasa universal 
favorite and had many suitors, among whoin 
she fayored a voung and dashing merchant 
named Sutton. The voung couple seemed to 
be devoted to each otiler and nothing wrong 
was even Whispered, until today, when Mrs. 
Applegate, mother of the young lady, sent for 
Sheriff Shelton, who repaired to the residence 
of the Applegates. Upon the sheriff entering 
the room, the heart-—broken mother burst into 
tears and between her sobs teld of her daugh- 
ter’s ruin, and that young Sutton, the 
author of the girl’s shame, refused to make his 
promise of marriage good, and was about to 
leave the state. The wretched mother wanted 
to take steps by which Sutton could be pre- 
vented frem disposing of his property, believ— 
ing that in this way he could be forced intoa 
compliance with his promise of marriage. 
While the sheriff was still in the house the 
daughter, who was in another room, gave 
birth to her child. Young Sutton could not be 
found tonight, and it is believed that he has 
left his business in charge of an agentand fled. 
Suits for bastardy and seduction will be 
brought against him at onec. The girl has no 
inale relatives here, but a brother in New 
York, who has been telegraphed for, and trou- 
ble is expected when he arrtves, if he succeeds 
in finding the seducer of his sister. 
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THE ATTEMPTED RELEASE 

Of a Negro Who was Caught ina Post 
office. 

Waycross, Ga., August 23.—[Special.]—The 
unknown negro, alias Vim Johnson, Jerry 
Williams and Henry Smith and other names 
too numerous to mention, who was discovered 
concealed in the postoftice Wednesday night is 
lodged in jail here. Last night two negroes 
and a white man attempted his release, but 
were discovered in the act by Watchman 
Crowley. The parties made their retreat as 
soon as they were discovered. The watch- 
man inadée an attempt to shoot but his revolver 
failed to fire. This shows that the negro was 
an accomplice of an organize band of burglars 
who were frustrated in a aystemetic and pre- 
meditated plan to rob the _ postoftice. 
The police and detectives are making 
every effort to disclose the guilty 
parties. Inaninterview with the prisoner, 
‘Tim Johnson,’’ today, when asked who is in 
the gang, he refuSed to say only that he would 
die and go to h—! before he would betray any 
one of his partners, and did not care what was 
the consequence. ‘The said parties hailed 
Jimmie, the son of Captain E. H. Crawley, 
last night about 11 o’clock. The county ofiic- 
ials placed a guard around the county jail tc- 
night. Johnson talks very littie, aud thinks 
twice before he speaks. He seems to bea 
very intelligent negro. He will have a hear- 
ing next Monday. Itis hoped by that time 
the would be burglars will be captured. Ex- 
citemént is high. 


EXCITEMENT AT MOUNT PLEASANT. 


Negroes Threaten to Lynch A White Boy for 
Accidental Killing. 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C., August 28.—At Mount 
Pleasant, Berkely county, this morning a 
white lad, 17 years old, named Shaffer, shot 
and killed a negro woman named Holmes. 
The shooting was accidental, but excited the 
negroes, who threaten violence. The boy was 
lodged in jail,and the jail is gnarded by tif- 
teen or twenty white men. Application has 
been made to the governor for troops to pre- 
serve the peace. General Huguenin has or- 
dered the German Fusiliers under arms, and 
will proceed to Mount Pleasant by the first 
boat. The negroes threaten to storm the jail 
and take out Shaffer and lynch him. It is 
probable, however, that the affair will pass off 
without serious trouble. 

Fred Schaff was brought to this city this 
evening by a detachment of soidiérs and 
ludged at the stationhouse for safety. After 
the military reached Mount Pleasant the 
sheriff of Berkely county arrested seven of the 
ringleaders of the negro mob and lodged them 
in jail. The negro women were particularly 
violent in their threats, but no serious trouble 
is anticipated. Troops have been quartered in 
the town hall at Mount Pleasant, but will 
probably return to the city tonight. 


A Shrewd Sheriff. 


Wicuita, Kan., August 23.—On August 
10th, Robert Snyder, a saloon keeper at Eldo- 
rado, killed his wife and mother-in-law. This 
evening a mob made an attack on the jail, and 
when the oflicers found that they could nof 
hold out, Snyder was dropped out of a back 
window with two officers and ran across the 
couniry to Loon ina buggy, and from there 
was bronght to Wichita. Eldorado people 
threaten to send a committee of 100 to this city 
to lynch Snyder.

CYCLONES APPROACHING. 


One from the Bahamas and the Other from 
the Gulf. 

WASHINGTON, August 23.—The hydro- 
grapher of the navy department gives notice 
that telegraphic reports from Santo Domingo, 
Porto Piata and Havana indicate that there is 
a hurricane, central, over the Bahama islands, 
and a cyclonic disturbance of increasing energy 
in the gulf of Mexico. The present position of 
the Bahama hurricane is uncertain, as there is 
no telegraphic communication with any of the 
Bahamas or with Bermuda. It is probable, 
however, that it is central] today about Crooked 
Island passage, and that it will curve in to- 
ward the coast of Florida and follow the gulf 
stream toward Hatteras and Grand Bauks, 
joined possibly by the gulf cyclone. Informa- 
tion may be received at any moment that will 
allow of a more definite forecast, but the mas- 
ters of vessels are warned to take suitable 


precautions.

The 
Knights -of Pythias having concluded their 
rites they withdrew in double column, and the 
Odd Fellows encircled the grave. Their 
beautiful service was next pronounced 
by Grand Master Joseph Durand, assisted by 
Noble Grand Hamilton Phinisey. 

The Odd Fellows gave place to the Inde- 
pendentorder B’nai Brith. When the mem- 
bers had encircled the grave, Monitor C. TH. 
Cohen read the funeral services of the order 
in an impressive manner. In the service of 
each order, ghe ceremony of casting the sprig 
of evergreen into the open grave was observed. 

Next came the Free and Accepted Masons 
in full regalia, bearing the candles and other 
emblems of that ancient order. These em- 
blems were placed at the foot of the grave, 
during the service, which was eloquently read 
by Past Grand Master C. F. Lewis.

TERRIBLE RAILROAD ACCIDENT IN. 
WEST VIRGINIA. 


CONFLICTING ORDERS THE 


An Accommodation Train and an Officers’ 
Special Come in Collision—List of 
Killed and Injured. 


CAUSE. 


PETROLEUM, W. Va., August 23.—A terri- 
ble coliision occurred about 11 o’ciock this 
morning on the Baltimofe and Ohio railroad, 
between Petroleum and Silver Run tunnel, 
about twenty-tliree miles east of Parkersburg, 
in which three men were instantly killed and 
many wounded. The accommodation traiu 
coming west, due at Parkersburg at 12 o’clock, 
craslied into a special train occupied by rail- 
road magnates on atour of inspection. The 
cause of the wreck is said to have been con- 
tlicting telegrams. The one received by Con- 
ductor Flannagan and Engineer Layman, of 
the accommodation, ordered them to pass the 
specia) at Petroleum, while the special train, 
engineered by Captain Cepbus Rowland, is 
said to have had telegraphic orders to pass the 
accominoceation at Silver Run. The result of 
these misconstructions was to hurl into eter- 
nity four men at least, and to wound fifteen or 
twenty others. 

The trains came together with a crash at a 
curve east of Petroleum and between that 
point and Silver Run. Both trains were run- 
ning at arapid speed, and when they collided 
the special train and engine, tender and bag- 
gage car of the accommodation went over the 
cliff. James Layman, engineer of the accom- 
modation, one of the oldest engineers in the 
employ of the Baltimore and Ohio road, was 
crushed to death. Alex Bailey, fireman for 
Layman on the accommodation, was also 
crushed. Cephus Rowland, also one of the 
oldest engineers, was caught under the wreck 
and had one leg broken and received internal 
injuries from which he cannot re- 
cover. John Fletcher, fireman on _ the 
special was also killed. Fletchod stuck to his 
engine and with his helpmate preferred death 
to the desertion of his post, and went over the 
bank in the wreck. He was cut and crushed 
to death. The special car occupied by ofticials 
on inspecting tour, wassmashed. Roadmaster 
J. A. Hunter was badly injured, together with 
several others. George Douglass, in the same 
car, Was also badly injured. In the accomo- 
dation train were many passengers, all of 
whom received terrible shaking up, and 
fifteen or twenty of whom were more or less 
injured. 


THE WRECK NEAR KNOXVILLE. 


The Railroad Excneruted From All Biame— 
List of the Injured. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., August 23 —The coro- 
ner’s inquest today returned a verdict com- 
pletely exonerating the Knoxville, Cumber 
land Gap and Louisville road from all respon- 
sibility for yesterday’s accident at Big Flat 
creek. The cause of the accident remains un- 
known, as experts are totally unable to explain 
it. The roadbed was examined and found to 
be in perfect condition. The wheels were 
tested before the train started and the cars 
were just out of the shops.- A small stone 
found between the plank crossing and rail may 
have lifted a flange from the track, but this is 
considered improbable. Knoxville has a fever 
of unrest today, and business, except at news 
paper offices, is practically suspended. Large 
crowds are on the streets quietly but earnestly 
discussing the accident. Scarceely a man was 
injured but was.a prominent and popular eiti- 
zen. <All public associations met tcday to take 
action and fittingly commemorate the sad oc - 
casion. There have been no additional deaths, 
but the chairman of public works, Young, is 
now dying, and Alderman.Barry caunot live, 
County Judge Maloney’s condition has taken a 
turn for the worse, and his friends are very 
anxious.

Alderman Hockings is 
having hemorrhages from the lungs and is con- 
sidered fatally hurt. Alderman Barry has 
symptoms of peritonitis. Ed Barker and 
Charles Seymour are now considered fatally 
injured, and Judge Malloney is spitting blood 
and the doctors are fearful. The ftiagman, it 
is thought, wiil die, as he is having hem- 
orrhages. Colonel Powers was buried this af- 
ternoon. All the stores were closed and busi- 
ness suspended. Gay street was lined with 
sorrowing people. Judge Andrews will be 
buried tomorrow.

Senator BPartictt Waxes Eloquent 
Ballard Fights the Macon and Birming- 
ham Amendment to the Last Ditch. 


There was another warm discussion in the 


senate yesterday. 

The railrond question came up as a side issue, 
which for a time employed the eloquence of Senator 
Bartle t in denunciation of tbe Richmond and 
West Point Terminal combination. 

Senator Strother, whois always springing some~ 
thing, sprung this side question by questioning Mr. 
Bartlett about the little railroad from Columbus to 
Greenville, 

The bill before the sneate was the one amending 
the charter of the Macon and Birmingham railroad 
so as to relieve it cf the clause requiring the road to 
go through the cities of LaGrange and Greenville. 
The bill had been passed the day before, Dut was 
reconsidered, on Senator Bartiett’s request, for the 
purpose of introducing an amendment. 

Yesterday he called up the bill and Senator Lit- 
tle, of the raijroad committee, offered an amend- 
ment requiring that it the road passed through 
Troup county, it should past through LaGrange, 
provided the right of way through the city should 
be given by the citizens. 

This amendment was adopted and the report of 
the railroad committee was agreed to. 

The next question in order was the passage of 
the bill. 

Senetor Ballard opposed the passage of the bill 
on the ground that it was partial. This charter was 
origina ally passed with the undeistanding that this 
road should go through Meriwether and Green- 
ville, Troup and L. aGrange. He was not in favor of 
this child’s play—doing one thing one day and un- 
doing ii the ni ext. Awhile ago they offered to com- 
promise, vend now they come here and want to 
reject to tt. Jf the gentleman. can show thatit 
wou.d be ruinous to thatcharier he would like to 
know it, but just to plea-e a whim, he was not will- 
ing for these counties to be left outin the coid, 

Senator Bartlett said this bill was passed the day 
before afier very thorough consideration by the 
conmmittee on railroads. 

An amendment was added by the com- 
mittee providing that if the road 
pas-ed through the counties of Troup and Meri- 
wether it should gotbrough the cities of LaGrange 
aud Greenville. This charter was accepted by the 
railroad company with these provisions, because it 
was thoughtit could atiord to carry them out. 
S.nce then the roz 1d has beeh surveyed, and it was 
found impracticable. There ie not a ‘single other 
charter granied by the state whicb has any such 
restrictions. It is unjustto the lower part of the 
state to handitap the railroad thus: It is well 
known that Macon isa railroad center and yet is 
not.. Many roads run there, but are controlled by 
the great railroad monopoly. Seven roads run 
there under ditferent names, but they are all con- 
trolled by one set of capitalis: 8. Only two roads 
running there are not under the monopoly. 

‘The merchants and business men of Macon went 
down intotheir pockets for $500,000 in cash and 
built a road towardsthe Florida line. They have 
built a maguificent road from Macon to Valdosta 
end will build to the sca coast. At Macon they 
meet the monopoly. The Macon and Covington 
reaches to Athens and is there confronted by mnono- 
poly. Now the citizens of Macon propose to go down 
intotheir pockeisand build to the west for their on 
relief and the relief of the country througn which 
the roadruns. They are met with the proposition 
that they can hot build it without going through 
LaGrange and Greenville. In order to 
meet the modern requirements of engineering and 
traffic railroads have to have a certain grade. 

Senator ttrothor askedif the survey did not miss 
Lrurang- about a mile and a quarter. 

Senator Bartlett said it did, 

“ ow mu bh willit eos: t, divert it into the city of 
LaGrance that distance of amile and a quarter?” 
asked Mr. Strother. 

“One hundred thousand dollars,’’ repiieed Mr, 
Barilitt. ‘*'fhat gre.t cost which the engiueer in 

ciarge testified would be necessary in orcer to 
confoim to tbe minimum grede of sixty 
leet to the mil, and therefore the 
ruire ul committee iecommended the - passage of 
tie bill. 

Seuator Edwards asked if these restrictions were 
hot on the eriginal dill and was answered in the 
firmmative.

Senator Rice said the road running from Colum- 
bus was a narrow gauge and could be run into 
a town where a broad gague could not. 

Senator Ballard asked whether Senator Bartlett 
would accept an amendment like that wnich had 
been applied to Laz ange. 

“If you wiil put it through Greenville without 
additional cost I will,’’ said Senator Bartlett, who 
said turther that the iatate books were full of rail- 
road ebariers, and there was hardly room inthe 
state to bniid them all, yet none ofthem contained 
snch a restriction asthis. Now, it is strange when 
the only present chance of relief from the railroad 
monopoly which has its hand on the whole state is 
offered that the gentlemén seck tocripple the ens 
teryrse with such expensive conditions. 

Senator Balierd offered an amendment to the 
effect that if the railroad runs through - Meri- 
wether county it shail be run into and 
through the city of Greenville. 

«The report of the committee having been agreed 
to, the only way to an end the bill wiil be to move 
its recommitment,’’ said the president. 

Senator Ballard protested tbat he was cut off from 
a hearing in behalf of his constitvents and appealed 
to the senate to give him a fair showing. 

‘‘T represent al abe in this cause,’’ said he, “and 
though it is a babe, am not willing to sce it passed 
fy. We propose to do unto them as the city of 
LaGrange has offered to do. Don’ticave us in the 
hands of this monster. I was not notified of the 
meetings of the railroad comm! on 3 

“Senator Baliard, you were present when the bill 
was up yesterday,”’ ‘aid Senator Bartiett. 

‘No, sir, 1 was not,’’ 

“I beg your pardon, said 
Mr, Bartlett, 

“I say to the gentleman,’ ’gaid Mr. Ballard, ‘‘that

Senator Little said the bill was aimost threadbare 
by discussions in the railroad committee. And its 
opponents had been twice heard.

Senator Strother rose to advocated the recommit« 
ment. ‘The senator whose territory extends to 
Greenville,’’ said he, ‘‘has not. been able to be here 
when the bill was under consideration. The sena- 
tor from the twenty-second seems to be very 
much interested in this road running direct) 
to Macon. Thisroadifruninto Greenville woul 

ut that town in the position of a competitor of 

facon, and in bis opinion that was the trouble 
with the senator, that was the catin the meal tub. 

“That fs not the case, noris there any cat in the 
meal tub,” replied Mr. ‘Bartlett, ‘the road running 
from Greenvi: leto Columbus is the Central rail- 
road.”’ 

Senator Strother accepted the explanation and 
disclaimed any intention to reflect on the senator 
from the 22d. He then proceeded to argue in favor

ville 

“I rise toa point of order” said Senator Johnson, 
“the merits of a measure are not debatable on a mo: 
tion to recommit.”’ 

“The point is well taken” said the president. 

Senator Strother urged then that fairness to the 
senator demanded that the bill be recommitted in 
order thai he might be heard. 

Senator Rice said the senator’s constituents had 
had a full and fair hearing before the railroad com- 
mittee, and had exhausted their ingenvity to pre- 
vent this report. ‘‘I am satisfied,”’ said he, “that 
the senator could have been there if he had wanted 
to. I have listened to a good many hoursof dis- 
cussion on this bill, and I see no reason why it 
should be recommlitted.”’ 

Mr. Ballard replied “Iam satisfied that the com- 
mittee bas acted on its best judgment, but [I want 
the bouse to act on this bill, If you refuse to grant 
petiowe » request it is to the injury of my constituents.

Mr. Ballard. ‘‘He wantsto argue the merits of the 
bill, but can’t do it. I want to get the bill where it 
can be discussed.’’ 

‘Is notthe very motion — made the one that 
cuts off discus*ion?’ said Mr. Bartlett. 

The motion to recommit was then put to the 
chambe ,and lost by a vote of 13 yeus and 15 nays. 

The question was then on tne peseage of the bill, 
and Senator 8. R. Harris rose to its support, but 
there was so much conversaiion that he could 
haraly be heard, 

The president had rule 18 read, and said: “The 
chair trusisthatthe senate will spare it the un- 
pleasant duty of naming any senator w ho violates 
that rule, as I conceive it my duty to do,” 

Senator Harris continued. 

He thought the restrictions were put on asa snap 
judgmentand wou'd impose a hardship on the 
railroad vompany. He was willing to meet the 
railroadsand the people on fair grounds upon 
which they could deal fairly and honestly with 
each other. Jt cost $100,000 more to run through 
Greenville, It was the custom of the state to allow 
a charter to every compaty that would conform to 
the provisious of the constitution, 

The bill was then put upon its passage, and as (he 
secretaries concluled the count it was apparent 
that it had twenty yeas and seven nays—a majority 
of those present, but not a majority of the whole 
senate, twenty-three yotes being necessary to the 
passage of a bill. 

Before the result was announced Senator Bartlett 
was on his feetand moved to table the bill, This 
motion was carried, Senator Bail.rd voting aye 
with the friends of the bill 

Senator Ballard thus carried his int by 
three votes; but, as the ill is 
on the table, it may be taken up at any time 
and Senator Bartlett will be on the alert for an op- 
portunity for bring.ng it upin a full senate when 
he feels confident of getting the three aditional 
votes necessary to pass the bill. He says three of 
its avowed friends were absent when the vote was 
taken. 

After passing five bills the senate adjourned 
til lia. m. Monday. 

The minority report of the tinance commit- 
tee favoring the passage of the bill to lease the old 
capitcl building to the confederate veterans for 
twenty years, was brought in by Senator Bartlett 
early inthe day. It was signed by Senators Bart- 
lett, Massengalo, Folks and Williams.

BY THE ODOR OF GAS. 

Mr. Lewis Bender, who is in charge of the 
excavation, promptly reported the matter to 
‘the board of directors. They began an inves- 
‘tigation. They found the whole pit filled with 
an odor like that of petroleum. 

Mr. S. B. Felker, one of the directors, wish- 
ing to test the matter,dropped a lighted match 
‘into the fissure of the rock, from which the 
gas seemed to come, when. 

A SHEET OF FLAMES. 

Leaped up several feet high. Mr. 
Hunter, who is in charge of the 
pipe laying, had his hat blown off, though he 
was several feet away. 

The directors have not yet certainly decided 
what to do, but they will probably sinka shaft 
as soon as possible. 

Colonel T. R. Jones,the president of the com- 
pany, was seen and asked what he thought of 
the discovery. He said: 

“We are excavating a hole for our gas 
holder which is forty-six feet in diameter. 
The formation of the ground is favorable to 
natural gas. This morning the laborers began 
suff ering like persons inbaling gas. The sup- 
erintendent of the work came excitedly to me 
-with the announcement that they had struck 
natural gas. Upon reaching the place Mr. 
‘Felker pulled a match from his pocket applied 
it to a hole in the rock, and very much to 
our surprise it ignited. the blaze 

SHOOTING UP TEN FEET HIGH, 

and burning off his beard, eyebrows, etc. The 
flame was only temporary. The work is pro- 
gressing, but there is no diminution of the 
strong gas odor emited from the hole where 
first discovered. Of course itisa new thing 
in this country, and we are without practical 
knowledge of what the promise is.”’

Farmers’ Alliance convention having adjourn- 
ed, Captain Felix Corput, president of the ex- 
change, returned to his home, at Cave Spring, 
this evening. 

Captain Corputis an indefatigable worker 
in the cause of the alliance, holds high posi- 
tion in its councils, and is very popular person- 
ally, and as officer, with all alliancemen. 

Your correspondent had a short running 
conversation this morning with Captain Cor- 
put on the subject of the exchange. 

“Captain Corput, what is the next move in 
regard to the exchange?” asked Tue ConsTI- 
TUTION representative. 

“The committee composed of Felix Corput 
president; W. J.:Northen vice-president; Wil- 
liam A. Broughton treasurer, and W.S. Led- 
better treasurer, wil! addressa circular letter 
to the mayor and council of seyeral cities In 
the state—Atlanta, Augusta, Macon and other 
points—inviting offers in money and realty for 
the location of the headquarters, ware- 
house and storage rooms of the exchange, and 
the city making the best inducements and 
proposition will receive the exchange.’’ 

“What benefit will the exchange do the 
place that receives it ?’’ 

“That city will be fortunate in 

one. There’ are 


more ways than 

2,061 sub-alliances in the state and the 
city will become the direct trading point of 
these alliances. Theo membership of these ai- 
liances is over 100,000 men, and they will take 
&@ natural interest in the piace that is head- 
quarters of their exchange, and they will talk 
about it just as they speak of the county that 
contains their farm and home. They will 
have an interest in the city, and 100,000 men 
coming to and talking about the city will ad- 
vertise it greatly. The warehouse and storage 
rooms will form a nice piece of realty, which 
will be of profit and advantage to the 
town in which itgis situated. Then, again, 
itis notimprobable to suppose that the an- 
nual conventions of the Farmers’ Alliance 
will be held in that town where the .exchange 
is located. These conventions bring. several 
hundred men to the city from every section of 
the state, and the hotels,stores and ovher busi- 
ness places receive an immediate ben- 
efit in consequence, and when the delegates 
return home they talk about the town where 
the convention was held, and thus much ad- 
vertisement is given to the place.’’ 

“Of what special benefit will the exchange 
be to the farmers ?”’ 

“Itis almost incalculable. It will enable 
them to buy supplies of all kinds at not 
more than elght per cent _ interest, 
whereas they now pay exorbitant rates, any- 
where from fifteento one hundred per cent. 
The exchange will be a great option house, a 
grand distributing depot. The alliancemen 
will not be forced, of course, to buy 
at the exchange, for the exchange will 
print a schedule of prices at which 
goodscan be bought at the exchange, and 
these schedules will be set to the farmers 
throughout the state and they can takea 
printed list tothe merchant.and show him at 
what figures. goods can be bought at the 
exchange, aud the farmer will say to 
the merchant, ‘Now, here are the 
prices at which I an buy 
atthe exchange. If you are willing tosell me 
goods at the same price 1 will buy from you, 
but, if not, I will buy from the exchange.’ 
“Aud thus, you see,’’ said Captain Corpet, 
“the exchange becomes an option house for 
the farmer.”’ 

“Will alliancemen ship cotton to the ex- 
change warehouse ?”’ 

“Oh, yes, and the exchange will 
handle and sell it for them atthe right time 
and the best market price, and at much less 
expense than any other medium. 

**There are quite anumber of other points of 
benefit and profit in the exchange, both to the 
farmer and the city in which it will be located, 
but Il haven’t time to dwell longer now, as I 
must hasien to return home.’’

THE CEDARTOWN STANDARD SPOKE 
OUT ABOUT HIM, 


And Sandwitched His Name in Between the 
Names of Other People Who Had Been 
Fined in Court. 


Crpartown, Ga., August 23.—[Special.]—

The - 
tion which the notice occupied, and the way in 
which it is written, shows very clear that ridicule 
was the intention of the article, aud my humilias 
tion its chief object. The article is as low and con- 
temptible throughout asthe puppy who wrote it, and 
will evoke the disgust of all decent people. 

This card was called forth by the faet that 
in an article of the Cedartown Standard of the 
22d instant, there appeared an article headed 
‘Among the Criminals.”” In connection with 
other paragraphs of like character was the 
following: : 

Gabe Hall, a sable son of Ham, was given $100 
and twelve months, for living with a woman not 
bis wife. 

Cherles Thorn, a gentleman of color, paid $100 
and cost, fora blied tiger, 

William Lynch paid $25 for a game of cards. 

Joseph Dyer was assessed $10 for the privilege of 
abusing his neighbor. 

Mr. Lynch is a carpenter, who stands well in 
the community, his only trouble being that he 
sometimes allows his sporting propensities to 
get the better of him,and indulges in a game of 
cards. His feelings were greatly outraged when 
he found his name in connection with negroes 
and other low criminals, ridiculed in the above 
manner. It is not known what will be the 


result of the card published in the Citizen, 


which came out late this afternoon and which 
has, as yet, doubtless not been seen.by the 
editors of the Standard. Certain it is though, 
that Lynch is a very mad man,.and should he 
and the Standard come together there will be 
trouble in the air.

Common Sense From the Farmers. 
. The recent convention of the Farmers’ 
Alliance at Macon was a striking illustra- 
tion of the fact that ifthe people are only 
given time they will get at the truth of any 
question, despite the efforts of those who, 
in order to ride into power, seek by an ap- 
peal to prejudice and a distortion of fact to 
induce them to advocate extreme measures. 

Last spring, atatime when no one was 
discussing the subject, at the meeting of the 
State Farmers’ Alliance. a resolution was 
hurried through that body under whip and 
spur indorsing the Olive bill and demanding 
its passage. Few persons then knew what 
the Olive bill really was and the, resolution 
was adopted. 

A similar effort was made in the state 
agricultural society at Cedartown afew days 
azo, and thasame tactics were tried, but, 
though in a moment of surprise the resolu- 
tion was declared carried, on a reconsider- 
ation, had after the fullest notice, the reso- 
lution was defeated. The Olive bill having 
been fully ventilated since last spring and 
the railroad situation thoroughly consid- 
ered, the farmers of Georgia were not to be 
led into any such course. 

At the recent convention in Macon, with 
full knowledge of the action of the agricul- 
tural convention the Farmers’ Alliance 
itself, on the second sober thought which 
had been had since last spring, declined to 

‘take any ground disavowing the action 
taken by the agricultural society, but 
adopted a resolution in which the Olive bill 
is abandoned by name, no reference is made 
to it, and while every inducement was of- 
fered that would lead to the indorsement 
at least of its principles, a simple resolution, 
applicable to trusts rather than to railroad 
alliances, and not indorsing any of the 
harsh penaiities or forfeitures proposed, was 
adopted as the voice of the body. 

The truth is, the farmers of Georgia, de- 
spite the persistent efforts to blind them, 
have begun to understand what the Olive 
bill really meant. 

As to railroad alliances the utterances of 
their most thoughtful speakers are full of 
significance. Dr. McCune, president of the 
National Farmers’ Alliance, is quoted as say- 
ing: ; 

“‘That railroads were natural monopolies, and as 
such were beyond the reach of competition. That 
tue cry of competitors as applied to railroads was a 
Gelu~ion anda snare, That railroad competition 
has been a curse to the agriculture of the eountry 
siuce it is the basis aud cause of discrimination in 
favor of cities, and atthe expense of the couniry. 
That discrimination has always been at the expense 
of the farmer, and is, therefore, one of the gr atest 
railroad abuses to which be has been compsziled to 
submit. Discrimination has been no benefit, but 
gn acinal injury to true railroad interests, It has 
been a benefit to land agenfs and real estate sharks, 
who would lay out towns on new lines of railways, 
donate large interesisin itto some who had the | 
power to fix freight, and together they would boom | 
the place and fix upa city at the exyense of the 
farming communiiy and to the detriment of the 
gtock holders of the roads. 

The railroads of .the country have ‘‘had compe-~ 
tition without regulation from the beginning, and 
under its pernicious influence ali the present abuses 
bave creptin. It baslong been worked asa ruallys 
ing ery by shrewd city maniptiators who desired to 
use the farmer asa cat’s paw, and by little skillful 
maravzemeut, made him shout himself hoarse fora 
system of raftroad competition that finally takes 
money from his pocket to, boom a city. Railroad 
competition should: receive the unqualified con- 
demnation of every farmer in the country, and he 
should demand efficient control,that will absolutely 
prohibit any possible discriminatioa for or; against 
persons or powers.” 

Colonel Polk, a strong alliance man, 
spoke out in their convention, and voiced 
doubtless the sentiment of his constituents 
when he said: 

“Wellinformed men in North Carvlina know 
nothing about.railroad competition. That term, 
said Colonel Polk, as applied to a railroad, was ob- 

- polute and the farmers had been subscribing money 
to get compelition, and;the result was that the big- 
gest roed swallowed up the smaller one,and the 
farmer has to pay freight to keepuptwo roads, It 
isacurse, There is no railroad, competition. It is 


@ railroad pouvl.’’ 

He uttered likewise a profound truth in 
saying: ‘The producers and transporters 
should be firm friends. There should be no 
conflict between them.”’ 

Editor Brown showed'the awakening of 
the farmer in his dealing with the railroad 
problem as follows: ‘‘Competition is in no 
wise calculated to correct railroad abuses; 
that it was acurse tothe farmers,and that the 

- proper course to pursue was to strengthen 
the hands of the commission and regulate 
. by government con tro).”?

That the way to truly enforce the consti-

While the entire section was improving the 
improvement in the country was so dispro- 
portioned to that of the city that the cities 
seemed growing at the expense of the coun- 
try. The operation of. our commission 
laws, both state and federal, and the ten- 
dencies of the last few years have tended to 
place local stations on more of an equality 
wlth so-called competitive points, and the 
consolidation of railroad systems, is being 
forced upon tlie railroads, in a great meas- 
ure, to enable them to meet this demand of 
the law and of the times. 

To all thoughtful men this uneven growth 
of our cities at the expense of the country 
was a source of peril. The comparative 
depletion of the country as compared with 
the city was not only hurtful tothe produc- 
ing classes but it placed the prosperity of 
the city on a false basis. It was a tree of 
luxuriant foliage without sufficient root, and 
liable to meet with disaster in any storm. 

While the advantages to the local stations 
as compared with so-called competitive 
points may seem to the superficial, detri- 
mental to the competitive point it is 
not so infact, because the competitive point 
must in the longrun depend on the sur- 
rounding country for its true growth and as 
that is built up and settled and made to 
team witha thrifty producing class, sc is 
the growth of the city put on its firmest 
| foundations. 

We are glad to mark that the real signif- 
icance of the railroad situation has, despite 
the efforts to mislead them, been solved by 
the common sense of the farmers. 


A Yellow Fever Remedy, 

It was announced some time ago that a 
South American physician had discovered 
that inoculation would prevent yellow fever. 
* claimed to have discovered the germ of 

1e disease, and announced that a solu- 
#ton thereof, so to speak. would prevent the 
disease. 

Nothing has been heard of this doctor or 
his experiments for some time, Lut it is too 
carly to say that. he is a humbug and his 
methods fraudulent. He may be engaged, 
even now, on experiments that will be of in- 
calculable benefit to humanity so far as the 
yellow scourge is concerned. 

Just now, however, another claimant 
eomes to the front with a specific for yellow 
fever. This claimant is Dr. James Thor- 
ington, who is the physician and surgeon to 
the Panama Railroad company. Dr. Thor- 
ington has resided at Colon for seven years, 


fever, which prevails on the isthmus at all 
seasons of the year. 

One of the problems of medical science 
has been to find such a remedy for the yel- 
low fever microbe as quinine is known to be 
for the microbe of malaria—that is to say, a 
remedy that will destroy the microbe with- 
out injuring the patient. Dr. Thorington, 
after making various experiments, discov- 
ered that cocaine possesses the remedial 
properties when administered before the 
case has progressed too far. 

He made this discovery in 1887, and since 
that time has had every opportunity to con- 
firm his impressions. Dr. Thorington says 
that previous to the use of cocaine, black- 
vomit was a marked symptom in the cases 
of yellow fever that came under his obser- 
vation, but now it never appears in any of 
the cases where cocaine has been employed 
from the start, and he declares that this 
drug, rarely fails to check the vomit and 
quiet the stomach even when the patient 
has not been seen until the fifth or sixth 
day. No toxic symptoms result from. the 
use of cocaine in cases of yellow fever, and 
Dr. Thorington says he has never seen any 
other bad symptoms from its use. 

All this is important enough to attract 
attention. The whole thing may bea hoax. 
On the other hand it may be a discovery 
worthy to rank with that of Jenner.

We in Georgia are work- 
ing under peculiar difficulties, Our trouble has not 
been railroad monopoly in ordinary form, but we 
have here one gigantic corporation who wants the 
earib, Our constitution has been yoated, our 
most sacred principles and institutions jeopardlzed. 
While Il agree with Dr. McCune that every railroad 
is a monopoly ‘per se,’ and that com- 
petition alone will not protect the 
people. 1 also see that the competitive 
points bave been built up at the expense ofthe 
small towns along the lines.

Real zing that 
individual enterprises must be competitiveaud that 
the law must cont:ol monop ly, we have deter- 
mined that the law shall be observed, the constitu- 
tion of Georgia shali be protected. The question 
has come down to about this, which isthe sovereign 
power in Georg’a, this railroad combination or the 
constitution of the state?) We musi preserve the 
constitution inviolate and sacre?, and then so 
strengthen the hands of our railroad commission 
that they can have the power under the 
law to protect the people from unjust Ciscsimina- 
tions.and from the encroachments of monopoly. 

Aud now, Mr. Editor, let me add a word in be- 
half of Colonet Ben Terrell. Ithas gone out to the 
world that Colonel Terrell was opposing legislation 
which would dissolve the railroad eombine and 
protect the coustitution. In our Alliance Brother 
Terrell took the tioor and advocated those resolu- 
tions which demanded of the general ass-embly a 
law which wonld immediately and effectively ens 
ferce the constitution.

CHATTANOOGA PROPERTY: 


THE LAST SUBJECT OF DISCUSSION 
IN THE W.& A. LEASE BILL. 


The Committee of the Whole Finish the Bill 
and Report it Back With the Recommen- 
dation That it Do Pass by Substitute as 
Amended. 


The committee of the whole house is done 
with the lease bilL 

The remaining two sections and the caption were 
adopted yesterday, and the lease bill goes back to 
the house substantially asit came from the West» 
ern and Atlantic committee. 

SECTION ONE 

rovides that with the road shajl be leased “all its 
houses, workshops, rolling stock, depots, and ap- 
purtenances of every kind and character.” 

This includesa large amount of real estate that is 
not *vaiuable for railroad purposes. Should this 


‘be leased with the railroad? Should it not be offered 


for lease separateiy? Why not reserve such property 
forsaie? These were questions prominent in the 
discussion. ; 

The mostimportant piece of tlris surplus real es- 
tate is the state’s property in Chattanooga, 

THE WATTS REPORT 

says ofthe Chattanooga property: : 

“We cannot refrain from saying that some dispo- 
sition mnust be made of this property. Itis too va'- 
uable to be used as a depot property. All the otber 
roads in Chattanooga are moving their drilling 
grounds outside of the city by reason of this fact. It 
it is not done by the Western and Atlantic railroad 
the property will be taxed out of proportion to its 
use. It will create annoyance on the part ofthe 
citizens of Chattanooga, Situated as at present 
it stands in the way of the  per- 
manent improvement of the city, and 
will create prejudice against ourrights, The road 
crosses Market street on its way tothecarshed. It 
is unfortunate that the only point for switching 
cars occurs directly across Market street. The 
trains thus impede the passage of pedestrians, car- 
riages and street cars at this crossing, which fre- 
quently results in injury to persons and | ruperty. 

“It would seem that the dictates of busiuess prn- 
dence, as wellasthat kind regard forthe cilizens 
of Chattanooga which we all have, would be suffi- 
cient to urge the state to remove its present freight 
depot further down on its own property, and to 
change its switching grounds by removing the rame 
outof thecity, This course willenable us to dis- 
pose of a property that we do not need, and to re- 
move an annoyance tothe people ot Chattanooga 
that cannot end too soon.”’

A CAR@FROM MP’PVORBES AN!’ 1 DEs 
NIAL FROM MR. MURPAEY. 


Mr. A. A. Murphey’s Building on Capitol 
Avenue is Still a Much Discussed Subject 
—He Says itis Not a ‘Negro Shanty.” 


Capiain George B. Forbes and Mr. Azmon 
A. Murphey are at loggerheads over a building 
which Mr. Murphey is erecting on Capitol avée 
nue, an account of which appeared in yester- 
day’s CONSTITUTION, 

In that account Captain Forbes’s version of 
the controversy was given, and in yesterday 
afternoon’s paper Mr. Murphey publiseda@ 
card in which he denied everything that Cap- 
tain Forbes was quoted as saying. Mr. Mur- 
phey’s card stated that he was simply replace 
ing old knock-down shanties with respectable 
new buildings, and also denied that he had 
ever made either directly or indirectly, any 
proposition to sell his lot to Captain Forbes at 
an advance on what he paid for it. 

Captain Forbes was shown a copy of the 
paper coutaining Mr. Murphey’s card. In an* 
swer thereto he furnishes the following card: 

Captain Forbes’s Card. 
To Mr. A. A. Murphey: If Ighad any de- 
Sire to tella man he was a liar, I weuli notseek 
the columus ofa newspaper in a ‘‘paid article” to 
tell him so, but would go to him, face to face. “A 
word to the wise is sufficient.”” I did not seek the 
norning paper in its article, .but the paper scurht 
nie, and I told them what I believed to be the truth, 
1 UCver used the words “negro shanties,’ but om 
the contrary told Hiarry Krouse I would prefer 
for Mr. Murphy to rent his “shanties” 
to responsible colored nen than to white men who 
would be likely to rent such dens. Call om Mr. 
‘‘Harry Krouse’—Mr. Harry Krouse made the 
statement asI first told Tire CONSTITUTION reporter, 
that he would not improve the property except for 
a good residence, I did say I would ‘write him 
up’ to Mr, Harry Krouse, who stated to me just in 
substance what your reporter quoted. Mr, 
Dyer, who owns the corner, told me 
you were erecting those ‘slides’ ont 
of spite to me, that is you told him so. You need not 
expect to escape the just indignation of residents of 
Capitol avenue by your dirty flings at me. Youcan 
fiud meat any time you wish at the court house.

When asked concerning the character of 
the buildings that had been torn down to give 
place to the ones over which the controversy 
began, Captain Forbes said: 

‘‘Mr. Murphey states in hiscard that he ha@ 
torn down three ugly, dilapidated rooms thaé 
were on the lot when he bought it,and was try 
ing to replace them by new and neat rooms. 
There was only one room on the lot when Mr. 
Murphey bought it. That room was thirtv-five= 
fect from my lot, and sat some distance back 
from the street. Those which Mr. Murphey is 
now building front directly on the sidewalk 
and are within ten feet ofmy line.”’ 

WHAT MR. MURPHEY SAYS. 

Mr. Azmon A. Murphey, who is guite well 
known by reason of having been on the state 
prohibition ticket last fall, was seen at his of= 
tice on Alabama street. 

“The article printed in this morning’s paper 
does me great injustice,’’said Mr. Murphey,*it 
starts out wrong. My name is Azmon Murphey, 
with an ‘e’ in it, not Ozmond Murphy. That 
name would give the public the impression 
that I was some sort of a hard-headed Irish— 
man, but I ain’t. I’m an American born 


Murphey.’’ 
‘And about the character of the buildings 
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you are erecting ‘ 

“They are not 
already been spoken 
people.” 

“Who?” 

“One by an old negro shoemaker, and the 
others two by a colored man who runs a wood= 
yard, anda white man named Smith, as » 
small grocery store.”’ 

“What sort of baildings were on the ground 
when you bought it?’’ 

“Three miserable old tumble-down rooms, 
They were occupied by the old negro cobbler, 
who will take one of the new ones. These 
rooms were not only unfit for eventhe old 
shoemaker to occupy much longer, but 
were an eyesore to me, and on the request of 
the old negro to put a new roof on his room, I 
concluded that I would just tear the whole 
thing away and build a respectable structure 
in its place. I thought I would be doing all the 
people in that neighborhood a favor, and par- 
ticularly Captain Forbes, because one of the 
rooms, Which was a mere chicken coop, built 
of stray planks, was almost under his front 
door. 

“These rooms paid me an in= 
terest on my investment, but if the Capitol 
avenue people had come to me and requested 
me not to put up the new ones, even after I 
had tornthe old ones down, 1 should hav 
willingly accommodated them. I’m not thé 
kind of a man to force a nuisance on my 
neighbors or anybody else, 

‘*Why, before I let the contract for building 
the three new rooms, I had it specially agreed, 
with the contractor that work would be stop- 
ped at a moment’s notice if the people ob~ 
jected to them or certain things developed. 

‘‘T bave been waiting for two or three weekg 
to sce what was going to be done. Tiere was 
talk among certain Capitol avenue people of 
buying the two stores on the corner and clear- 
ing the whole thing away. If this had been 
done my lot would have been worth a great 
deal more as a residence site.”’ 

“Did you offer to buy part of Captain 
Forbes’s lot ?’’ 

“Ves. J bought my lot asa speculation. I 
never told anybody that [intended bnilding a 
residence on it, because I have no fuse for one. 
You see there is no outlet at the rear, ard to 
make the lot more salable, I instracted Cap— 
tain Krouse to make any gort of preposition to 
Captain Forbes or Mr. Dyer by which I could 
get an outlet to it. 

‘But I want to say that there is no malice 
or retaliation in my actions. Captain Forbes 
had a right to sell, or not, just as he pleased. 

«The first I heard of the objection of the 
Capitol avenue residents was the presence of 
a deputy sheriff in my oftice. It was the first 
time I was ever sued in my life, but if those 
people out there think they can bulideze me, 
they will find that it will not be an easy mat- 
ter. If they had come to me in the right 
way I should never have struck a blow towards 
building the rooms. Iam even now Willing to 
contribute my part to rid the neighborhecod of 
the two corner stores, and just as soon as they 
are removed I wili take mine away. The 
rooms I am building aro only light skeletons, 
and can be removed in a few hours, and I 
would be only too glad to see the whole corner 
cleared off, for my lot would be worth much 
more for a residence than for stores,’’ 

LOOKING TO A SETTLEMENT. 

Yesterday afternoon, before he had seen Mr, 
Murphey’s card, Captain Forbes called on Mr. 
Harry Krouse and instructed him to open ne- 
gotiations with Mr. Murphey for the purchase 
of the ground which Mr. Murphey had } ro 
posed buying scmetime age and was refused.

@ and Exciting Scenes. 

One of the most notable speeches of the ses- 
sion was made yesterday. 

The scene in the house was a memorable 
one. It will be hard for one not an eye-wit- 
ness to be told of the speech, or to read it and 
realize the sober—almost solemn—seif-posses- 
sion and dignity of the occasion. 

The central figure in the scene was a gray- 
haired Baptist preacher whose name is al- 
ready: a familiar one in legislative history. 
He is now serving his tenth term as a member 

‘of the general assembly, his first service being 
in ’42-’43. He has also served in two constitu- 
tional conventions. 


Though an earnest and consistent minister, 


of the gospel—the most popular preacher, it is 
said, in the wiregrass region of Georgia—Dr. 
McDonald is known to be a man of ready cour- 
age, physical as well as moral. His name is 3 
synonyfn for honesty, honor and fair dealing. 

He has four great-grandchildren. 

Though a very old man he is still hale and 
hearty, and one of the most active workers in 
the legislature. | 

Snch was the central figure in the scene yes- 
terday, the story of which will live in legisla- 
tive history and tradition long after the last 
witness to it is dead. 

HOW IT CAME ABOUT. 

Last Monday morning, whiie Dr. McDonald 
was absent at the bedside of a sick wife, Snel- 
son, of Meriwether—the man who is trying to 
make a martyr of himself by introducing the 
same silly resolution every Monday morning— 
attacked him in a very coarse and unfair fash- 
ion. Mr. Svelson’s carefully prepared speech 
was taken down by a stenographer, revised 
and corrected at leisure, and then printed at 
so much a line inthe afternoon paper Wednes- 


day. 

The following extraet from the printed 
speech is the portion that refers particularly 
to Dr. McDonald:

Immediately following the speech was the 
following editorial comment, It was devel- 
oped yesterday, however, that this was written 
by Mr. Snelson himself, paid for, and allowed 
to go in: 

Twenty or thirty efforts were made to take the 
floor from Mr. Snelson, and at times the excitement 
was intense. TheJlasi rcsort was to vacate the hall, 
and there were cries of *‘No quorum,” “no quo- 
rum,”’ but Mr. Saelson ‘‘wouldn't down,” and fin- 
ished his speech to his own gratification and, we 
betieve, to the satisfaction of the toiling tax-payers 
of Georgia. Snelson ‘held the fort,’”’ and don’t you 
forget it. The members looked pitiable as they 
crawled back to their seats, which appeared to 
amuse Mr. Sne'son.

I know that 
foine gentlemen approve very much of. this, 
The honorable genticinan from Meriwetber was 
speaking the other cay, and I remarked to my 
friends, that if they did not desist, that 
he would speak himseif todeath, for he had not the 
sense to discern berween applause and hissing—for 
it was nothing else; yet, he could not understand it. 
Mr. Spexker, I w ll not no‘ice ail of his ‘rambling’ 
remarks. In one place he says that beis the only 
man who aivocates the cause of the people. Well, 
Mr. Speaker, 1 om _ sorry for the people 
of Georgia, they made suci a’ sad mis- 

ke in the selcction of a member to rep- 
resent them here. In the estimation of the 
gentleman from Meriwether, there is but one honest 
min on this floor, and he is thatone. Mr. Speaker‘ 
there are 1750f us here.

When our last weekly circular was issued the cot- 
ton market wasin a state of excitement, and ad- 
vances were being made each day on heavy cover- 
in by the bears, whose sales in anticipation of an 
early movement of the crop had led to disastrous 
results, auc who were anxious, when it became 
apparent that the receipts would be- light. to cover 
their short sales at as sma)! a loss as possible. Their 
desire to accemplish this has been-iztensified by 
the continued advances in Liverpool, where coiton 
is practically cornered, and then buying was the 
main cause of an almosi uninterrupted advance till 
Tuesday of this week. As stated in our Gaily eir- 
cular, them re conservative bulls were inclined to 
supply the demand, as the advance had reached 
propertions that justified a reaction. The excep- 
tionally favorable advices from the crop, and the 
weakness of our market on the close om Tuesday 
induced fresh selling on Weedunesday, and those 
who had been the most prominent in buying in 
their shorts at high prices seemed ti most desirous 
of assuming the same position after a decline of 20 
points had been established. They went in on-.the 
short side of the market again, and up to this time 
they are again paying tribute for the folly of sclling 
the early deliveries, when it is apparent that there 
Will be a scarcity of cotton with which to fill the 
contracts. We have persistently discouraged sell- 
ing these early months, except when they paid a 
profit, aud cannot now see anything bbt disaster in 
foilowing the short side in them, It is true, we are 
in the face of the4argest crop ever made, but it will 
be late in the season before it is available, and in 
the meantime we believe the cotton wi!l be needed 
at prices considerably bigher than those now cur- 
rent for September delivérics. In the long run we 
believe sales of the late mouths will turn out profit- 
able, and we advise them who desire to stick to 
them to sell them short, but we can see no money 
just now in selling the early deliveries except on 
good advances and for short turns. The demand 
for spot cotton is undiminished, the quotations hay- 
ing been advanced 1-16c on Tuesday. This is pure- 
ly nominal, however, regarding its connection with 
the better grades of cotton, tor it has been many 
weeks since they could be obtained at quoted prices. 
The medium grades are bringing these figures out. 
Middling cotton commands a good premium. The 
crop has been moving more freely during the past 
week, but notwithstanding this the receipts have 
been cagerly taken and advances made iu some of 
the southern markets. Today Liverpool reported a 
moderate demand for spot cotton with sales of 8,000 
bales at an advance of ‘4d, .

OR SOME OTHER POWER FOR RAPID 
TRANSIT. . 


The Union Company Has Determined Upon 
the Change—Propositions Presented to 


Them—Mr. Haas Talks. 

For rapid transit! 

That is the end to which the proprietors of 
the Union lines are working, and to that end 
they propose to make some important changes, 
in all probability, putting in an electric pliant. 

The officers of the company have received 
propositions from several companies and are 
making a thorough investigation of the sub- 
ject. 

Mr. Aaron Haas, general manager, 
for them: 

“We recognize the fact,’’ he suid, “thata 
change of some kind in needed, and we pro- 
pose to make the change. Just how soon, 
however. it is impossible tosay. We don’t 
propose to do anything in a hurry. We will 
take time to investigate all the different pat- 
ents, and when we find one that will suit us it 
will be adopted. Mr.S8tell, the representative of 
the Daft Motor company, submitted 
to me the plans of his system to- 
day, and I favoiably § impressed 
by what he told me. There is less danger 
about it, and Mr. Stell asserts that he will take 
hold of the wires at any place and receive the 
entire force of a shock frum the Daft ma- 
chines. This is a great point in its favor, but 
I have not really hgd time to look into the 
matter. There is also a pneumatic system 
that I hear great things about. I can assure 
you we have no intention of doing anything 
until we are absolutely sure the safest and best 
and mest comfortable method of trausporta- 
tion has been secured.

THE TAX RATE. 


Couference of the Governor and Comptroller 
General, and the Result. 

Governor Gordon and Comptroller-General 
Wright held a consultation yesterday during 
which they levied the state tax for the present 
year. They agreed on the following amounts: 
For general purposes seven-tenths of one per 
cent; for the increase in the school fund five- 
tenths of one-tenth of one per cent;for nish- 
ing and furnishing the new capitol and for 
raising the $100,000 sinking fund as required 
by an act of the legislature, eight-tenths of 
one-tenth of one per cent, making in all four- 
tenths of one per cent. 

“hese tiguresin plain language mean that 
for every hundred dollars, 27 cents must be 
paifl for general purposes; 5 cents for the edu- 
cational appropriation and 8 eents for the 
nishing and furnishing of the new capitol, 
or 40 cents on every hundrea jdollars worth of 
property ow ned i in Georgia.

Wright yesterday, ‘‘that the cities of Georgia 
are growing rich at the expense of the country. 
There never was a more mistaken idea. Tlie 
tax returns this year show that the counties 
where there are no towns or cities have in- 
creased in value more than any others. 
is especially noticeable of the counties situated 
in the lower part of the state which are known 
as the wiregrass counties. The reason of it is 
that the turpentine stills and sawmils have 
greatly increased the value of the land, and it 
has been found that where the woods have 
been cleared the ground yields a crop which is 
surprising. These reasons together have 
madé a wonderful increase in the value of 
property.’’
